Poison for Rats, 
Typhus Carriers,

The city’s health department’s 
fight to control typhus fever got a 
shot in the arm yesterday when a 
100-pound drum of red squill, the 
favored poison in the eradication 
of rats, was delivered to the city 
hall through a special dispensation 
of the Federal Government. 

For.months red squill, a member 
of the onion family which grows 
in the Mediterranean area; was re- 
stricted because all ships were 
being used for prosecution of the 
war. Ships docked, discharged 
their cargoes and returned for 
more without taking time to load 
commodities from the countries 
they visited. They came back 
empty. 

That, however, has been eased, 
and Dr. James F. Hackney, city 
health director, is smiling broadly 
because he was able to get a new 
supply for the needed ingredient 
in the war against rats; typhus 
carriers. 

“We can go to work now in 
earnest,” Dr. Hackney said. “It 
surely is a good feeling to know 
we can keep up our battle against 
typhus and at the same time save 
thousands of dollars to merchants 
through stock losses in feeding the 
pests.”

In 
payment of pledges to mission 
support, the Wesleyan guilds in 
this conference are credited as 
leaders m American Methodism.

In the capture of Aachen, he re- 
ported, the First Army used 300,- 
000 rounds of 105-millimeter am- 
munition in a two-weeks’ period 
“and even so the reduction of that 
place was delayed because of 
shortage of ammunition.” 

“Now we are hammering at the 
massive crust of armor surround- 
ing the German fortress,” Eisen- 
hower added. “Appalling condi- 
tione of rain, fog, snow.and mud 
make difficult the employment of 
our air forces and the maneuver 
of our tanks, even of our foot sol- 
diers. But-wretched weather- can- 
not stop artillery shells. More than 
ever before we need ammunition.” 


Expenditure of ammunition has 
“raced ahead of our receipts from 
home, but I know that you do not 
want us to give the enemy one 
second’s rest,” he said. 

He also urged increased produc- 
tion of signal equipment, winter 
clothing, engineering materials 
and medical instruments.”

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A New Plan for Georgia's Public Health 


A plan to give basic public health pro- 
tection to counties not now able finan- 
cially to support such service has been 
recommended by the Agricultural and In- 
dustrial Development Board of Georgia. 


Legislative action will be required be- 
cause under the program the state will 
support the basic health service in contrast 
to the present system under which coun- 
ties are the unit for creation and mainte- 
nance of these facilities. 


The program would shift the emphasis 
‘of financial support for public health work 
rom the counties to the state and proposes 


construction of hospitals in communities 


‘without such institutions. 


The state can maintain a fair service 
with an expenditure of approximately 5 
per cent of the present revenue and it is 
designed to furnish health protection to 
the 37 per cent of Georgians who are not 
reached by the existing arrangement. 


Under the plan, a state-wide health 
program would be set up through nine 
vperational regions, each having a staff 
serving all counties in the region. Counties 
would be grouped into districts with each 
district having one or more health officers, 
one nurse for each county and an addi- 
tional nurse for each 5,000 population. A 
sanitarian would be provided for each 
20,000 population and each county would 
have a clerk. 


Local funds would be used for con- 
struction of general hospitals, maternity 
shelters and health centers. The state 
would construct tuberculosis sanitoria and 
laboratories in each region. 


Under this program, smaller counties 
could combine to construct and operate 


hospitals, each county maintaining a ma- 
ternity shelter and an out-patient clinic. 
No patient would be more than 35 miles 
from a-hospital which would be well 
enough equipped and staffed to give all 
needed services except in rare cases. 


‘ This program would encourage the 
physicians to go to the smaller counties, 
thereby forming a better distribution and 
a general improvement in the medical 
care program. 


It is a plan which we earnestly hope 
will receive the support of all the people 
of Georgia. 


The Atlanta Constitution, opposing so- 
cialized medicine, recommends this to the 
active support of all physicians and to the 
medical associations of the counties and 
state. 


No profession gives more generously of 
its training, skill and time .than the medi- 
cal profession. But despite its generosity 
and work there are many persons without 
adequate medical care. This is especially 


true as regards hospitalization and diag- 


nosis. 


It is this lack which gives to the pro- 
ponents of socialized medicine a club with 
which to belabor the medical status of the 
country. The Constitution long has advo- 
cated that the medical profession itself 
take the initiative and supply the aggres- 
sive leadership and planning for the future. 


This new plan for Georgia provides an 
opportunity. It would benefit every mem- 
ber of the medical profession and at the 
same time be of inestimable assistance to 
the general health of the people of Georgia. 


Let us all join in bringing about a gen- 
eral demand for this proposal. 


WLB Members To Continue ‘Til VE-Day 


More than a few Americans breathed 
a sigh of relief last week when three of 
the four public representatives of the War 
Labor Board reconsidered their resigna- 
tions and agreed to continue to serve until 
the European phase of the war is ended. 


Chairman William H. Davis, Assistant 
Chairman George W. Taylor and Frank 
P. Graham are but one-fourth of the 12- 
man board. But, because the four mem- 
bers who represent labor and the four who 
represent industry invariably vote as a 
unit, each offsetting the other, it is upon 
the four public members that the burden 
of making all-important decisions rests. 


There is no denying, of course, that we 
are experiencing a measure of inflation 
at present. The report of the special com- 
mittee to investigate the wartime rise in 
living costs verified that on Saturday 
when it reported the increase at 29 or 30 
per cent above price levels as of January, 
1941. But, after three years of this war, 


we are in far better shape than we were 
even a year after the beginning of the last 
one. A much better job of retarding infla- 
tion has been done this time than in any 
other nation in this or any other war. And 
no small portion of that success stems di- 
rectly from the efforts of the WLB. 


The exodus of three of the four WLB 
members who have cast the decisive vote 
on most major issues since the board was 
established a short month after Pearl Har- 
bor would have meant the loss of inval- 
uable experience and conceivably could 
have resulted in the loss of much ground 
in our fight against inflation. 


The fact that, at President Roosevelt's 


' request, they have agreed to remain at 


their post until the elimination of Ger- 
many from the war or, at least, until such 
time as they could leave without seriously 
affecting the work of the organization is 
——as was a similar decision on the part of 
War Mobilization Director James F, 
Byrnes—real cause for gratification.

Surely it is worthy of attention that in order to lead his people 
into war Hitler had to abolish parliamentary opposition and civil 
freedoms, Surely it is significant that the aggression of Japan 
was preceded by a military putsch! Surely it is pertinent to observe 
that in countries where the people controlled parliaments they all 
but committed national suicide rather than take up arms even 
against aggression! 

Thus, we discuss how to prevent war when the most obvious 
fact is that all peoples everywhere hate war. 

Our enemies fight desperately after years of indoctrination, first 
because they are under such efficient control that peace move- 
ments cannot be organized; and second, because they apprehend 
that this war has become that monstrous thing, a “war for sur- 
vival,” whereby defeat suggests truncation, dismemberment, eco- 
nomic servitude, and defenselessness against infuriated neighbors. 

In time of victories they loved success. Yet, all reports indi- 
cated that even then there was a curious apprehension and fatalistic 


lack of enthusiasm. They did not even then love war. 
It is the heartbreak of the world 


Mobilize the Peoples that could stop war, if we would 


cease putting our entire trust in mechanical means, if we would 
formulate a few basic and universal principles to become a law 
of nations, and. under them mobilize the peoples as effectively for 
peace as for war. That means mobilizing their minds and hearts, 

It involves the faith that in all peoples, without exception, 
lives—to quote the President’s words—“Some instinct for truth, 
some attraction to justice, some passion for peace.” This is the 
democratic faith which disappears if we deny its universal validity. 

It involves the recognition, also, that one world-wide com- 
munity, encompassing enemy and ally, already exists—namely the 
vast community of grief. 

And it demands the restoration everywhere of popular political 
controls. Wilson was not stupid when he saw in democracy the 
cure for war. 

In his Boston speech the President talked of victory in terms of 
“waging peace.” Two things are necessary: first, what William 
James observed some 50 years ago in his “Moral Equivalent for 
War.” Nations and the community of nations must undertake 
great communal and inter-communal enterprises that will capture the 
imaginations of the people and offer equivalent outlets for sacrifice, 
devotion, and unity, which are the constructive elements of war. 
Peace must cease to be the mere absence of war, and become posi- 
tive, conscious, and creative. In this sense the five-year plans of 
the Soviet Union were an antidote for war. . 

And we must wage an unremitting psychological battle for peace 
under law over men’s minds. 

We so clearly recognize the importance of “psychological war- 
fare” that, like every other warring country, we are spending im- 
mense sums—here more than a million dollars a week—on propa- 
ganda. But when in history has any government appropriated a 
comparable sum with which to fight war itself? Even the League 
of Nations never did so. Yet, in literature, radio, films, and ad- 
vertising techniques we possess the most powerful instruments over 
human minds. Through them we can celebrate the heroisms and 
echievements of peace and the crime of aggressive war. It is a 
task to attract the most gifted intellects and talents, and could, if 
unremittingly pursued, make war unthinkable, 

The conquest of war is a conquest over the mind of man. The 


mind is moved by certain elemental instincts—survival, the ego, 
love in all its sublimations, and the aggressive instinct. All these | 
can be canalized into creation or destruction, even the aggressive | 
instinct. Our pioneering fathers canalized it into the battle againat | 
the wilderness, Man has many enemies beside his fellow men, | 
And the instinct of love, sublimated into the emotion of the ideal, | 
is one of the most powerful forces in the universe if consciously | 
used. | 

This is known to all persons of powerful religious instinct, to | 
educators, psychologists, poets and artists. There is a solvent 
for the dissolution of the will to war, but it is not in outer forms 
but in peoples’ minds and spirits. What we need is greater faith 
in humanity—and more courageous voices among the powerful 
leaders to give tongue to that faith.

First there were the well-fixed, 
spoiled and selfish ladies, quali- 
fied in every particular except 
patriotism, who heard the appeals 
and said: “Why should I give up 
my easy life for that? Let women 
of the working class do it.” 

Then there were millions who 
might have been glad to serve, 
but they were either too young or 
too old, or they lacked the neces- 
sary schooling, or their health was 
bad or they had kids under 14. 

That left a large number, quali- 
fied in all ways, who were divid- 
ed into three groups. 

In the first group were the 
young women who were employ- 
ed. When any one of these men- 
tioned volunteered, her boss cried 
loudly: “What’s that? You can’t 
do this to me. It’s disloyal; it’s 
sabotage. Let idle women do that 
job; your work here is all-impor- 
tant.”’ 

In the second group were the 
unmarried young women who still 
lived at home. When one of these 
spoke of volunteering, her stern 
father cried in horror: “Prepos- 
terous! It’s unthinkable, You're 
only a child. I shudder to think 
what might happen to you among 
those—those wolves. You can’t 
do this to me. Aren't you happy 
here at home?” 

The third group consisted of old- 
er women, childless or with grown 
children. When one of these hint- 
ed at volunteering, her husband 
moaned pitifully: “Oh, my dear, 
you mustn't think of it. How 
could I do without you? You 
can’t break up our home. Doesn't 
my welfare mean anything to 
you? You can’t do this to me.”

Did Dewey Know 
’ He Had No Chance? 


WASHINGTON—Two interesting sidelights 
on the recent presidential campaign may now 
be revealed. 


One concerns the appraisal which Gov. Dewey made of his own 
chances to win, while the other has to do with the strategy back 
of the President's opening political speech of the campaign to the 
Teamsters’ Union. 

Thé* day after the election Gov. Dewey is said to have called 
in some of those closely associated with him during the campaign 
and, in a frank discussion of all that had gone on, confessed that 
he had never had any illusions about winning. He said that he 
had realized from the start that it would be an all-but impossible 
task to defeat the commander in chief in time of war; hence he 
was not at all surprised at the outcome. 

This confirms an early report coming from some of the news 
papermen on board the Dewey train. Back in the inner sanctum 
of his private car, the Republican nominee had been represented 
as admitting that his chances were slim. He was said to have 
felt even at that time that he was engaged in a hopeless task, and 
his only reason for conducting a vigorous campaign, it was thought, 
was for the purpose of making a fight that would build him up 
for the future, 

The implications of this are that, despite what he said after the 
election about not having any illusions over 1948, Gov. Dewey may 
still be thinking in terms of another try at the presidency. 

Traditionally the Republican party does not give a defeated can- 
didate another chance at the White House. But after all Gov. 
Dewey had been first rejected by New York voters for his present 
office before he won. He might reason that another try at the 
presidency would win in the same way. 

Aside from all of this, however, it is an interesting commentary 
that the G. O. P. candidate should have foreseen his defeat before 
the election, when so many of his supporters were hopeful up 
until the very last. 


Strate The strategy behind the teamsters’ speech by the 
oY President has since been revealed by those who di- 
rected the Democratic campaign. Its purpose was, according to 
these sources, to make Gov. Dewey mad and to cause him to center 
his fire on the President. 

Up to that time the campaign had dragged along to a poor start. 
Democratic managers were genuinely concerned lest the apathy 
which had seized the country would continue right up to the date 
of the election. That might mean a small turnout of voters, and a 
small vote, it was realized, might mean the President's defeat. 


The best way to stir the country out of its political lethargy, 
Democratic en felt, would be to have Gov. Dewey make a 
hard-hitting attack on the President. In that way Mr. Roosevelt 
would be given an excuse for hitting back in his inimical way. 

The President's managers had no fear of who would come out 
best in a contest of the kind. They knew Mr. Roosevelt had plenty 
of his old-time fire left for dealing with the situation. 

And so the teamsters’ speech was deliberately framed as a nee 
dling operation. It was purposely designed to make the Repub- 
lican nominee fighting mad. 

It worked like a charm. The President's speech, made while 
the Governor was on his western swing, threw the Dewey train 
into a tailspin. Dewey, after much long-distance consultation with 
his New York headquarters, revised his Oklahoma City speech 
overnight as a reply. 

He came out slugging in that address, and from there on the 
campaign really began to take form. Things began to happen 
after that. Registrations which had been sadly lagging before 
began pouring in. The President followed with his appeal to party 
workers to get all qualified voters registered. 

It was precisely the way National Chairman Hannegan and his 
associates planned it. Dewey fell for the Democratic strategy hook, 
line and sinker. 

Probably the result would have been much the same otherwise, 
but the President’s managers felt this was the safest course. It 
seems to have been another case of the professionals against the 
amateurs.

-With ‘Cotton Ed’ Smith 
WASHINGTON.—In the passing of Sen. “Cot- 
ton Ed” Smith, of South Carolina, was the passing 


of a tradition. 


That is, symbolically, for the Smith tradition still lives here and

It is the tradition of the ram- 
pant individualist, the rebel 
against too much government. 
“Cotton Ed” was that except oc- 
casionally as in the case of cotton. 
He was the champion, in his 
younger career of the sharecrop- 
per and tenant farmer, the way 
to political power, but in his later 
y~ars he scorned help for such 


low income groups from a pater- 
nalistic government. 

It was not so many years ago, 
during a New Deal fight, that he 
dropped a remark about 50 cents 
e day being enough wages in 
South Carolina. 

In him was the development | 


into almost the epitome of a type | 
of demagoguery seen most often | 
in the south, though not peculiar. 
to it. This is the demagogue for | 
the predominant economic and fi- | 
nancial interests, who is able to) 
sell his doctrine to enough of the. 
masses by a picturesque personal- 
ity. a gift for the homely simile 
and story, and with a slug here 
and there of prejudice, usually at 
the expense of the “Yankee” or 
the “Nigger.” The last was laid 
on more heavily if he was pressed 
hard politically. 

There were few figures so en- 
gaging to watch in action as the 
belligerent “Cotton Ed” with his 
mustaches bristling. 

There was a counterpart for 
some years in Georgia’s Gene 
Talmadge of the red galluses, who 
was taken care of by the people 
@ couple of years ago, though it is 
too much to predict or hope that 
he won't come back. 

“Cotton Ed” finally was toppled 
from his throne in South Carolina 
in the primaries this year, after 
35 years in the senate. The peo- 
ple of a newer generation finally 
caught up with him. It must have 
been a great disappointment—his 
defeat—for a man so long in har- 
ness. But he was full of years. He 
celebrated his 80th birthday Au- 
gust 1. 

He died in the old house where 
he was born at Lynchburg, in the 


South Carolina midlands, where 


the Smith family had lived for 


over 150 years. He came from 


the substantial yeomanry of the 


up-country, the backbone of the 
south, though less advertised than 
the aristocratic icing, with its leg- 
ends of big white houses and hon- 
eysuckles, its mint juleps and pick- 
aninnies, racing about to do “Old 
Marster’'s” bidding, or the masses 
at the other end, satirized in Jee- 
ter Lester and his breed. 

Ellison D., who was “Cotton 
Ed,” was born a few days after 
Gen, Sherman burned Atlanta. He 
was a child in the stormy recon- 
struction days and grew up with 


‘the memory of Wade Hampton 


and his “Red Shirts” who took 
over the state government from 
the carpetbaggers. Wade Hamp- 
ton was one of Cotton Ed’s heroes. 
The senator donned a red shirt 
in the celebration after his victory 


in 1938 when President Roosevelt!

New Deal 
Poultice

Now that the election is over 
and there is an abatement of 
charges, countercharges, appeal 
for votes and all the other ele- 
ments which serve to confuse and 
obscure the fundamental problems 
of the nation, there may be time 
and quiet enough to go occasion- 
ally into the fundamentals. I sus- 
pect that history will record the 
New Deal as at least a partial 
failure becayse all too often it did 
not strike at the root of the prob- 


emergency measures, undoubtedly 
necessary at the moment; which 
‘afterwards it was content to per- 
petuate as permanent economic 
and social policies, Its record has 
largely been that of a doctor ap- 
iplying a poultice to the outside of 
the abdomen in order to cure a 
stomach ulcer. 


. Much breath was spent during 
the campaign by both sides in dis- 
cussing free enterprise, job guar- 
antees, doles and what not but all 
of this was like the eighteenth 
‘century idea that bleeding was a 
‘cure for all ills. Never once did I 
|hear mentioned the root of the 
|dilemma with which we are faced 
and. which is growing steadily 
worse, The odd thing is that Karl 
Marx diagnosed the illness nearly 
a hundred years ago and that since 
then it has been overlooked even 
by the Marxian Communists them- 
selves. The illness is simply the 
rapidly growing size of our indus- 
trial-urban populations which are 
virtually without economic secur- 
ity and when out of employment 
immediately become public 
charges to be supported by the 
rest of the state, either on outright 
relief or in some sort of make- 
work which, all too often, is just 
.as costly and wasteful to the 
/economic structure as a whole,

| This illness lies at the root of 
many things—the complete separa- 
tion and growing hostility between 
\the vast city industrial populations 
and the rest of the nation—the 
farmers, the small business men, 
the sober, thrifty, middle class, the 
industrialist, the small towns and 
the cities. It lies at the root of all 
movements such as social security, 
unemployment insurance, guaran- 
teed employment, make-work pro- 
grams, indeed of all the measures 
so often labelled, justly or unjust- 
ly, socialist or communist. And all 
of these, even social security 
which is the best of them, are in 
essence poultices rather than 
cures. The ulcer is still there. It is 


; 


caused largely by the crowding of 
millions of industrial workers into 
great cities where wages, no mat- 
ter how often increased, never 
quite catch up with living costs, 
for as wages are pushed up prices 
follow them inevitably. 
The dollar of the worker in the 
great industrial center is very 
often worth only 60 or 75 cents. as 
against the hundred-cent value of 
the worker in smaller communities 
or industrial-agrarian regions. 
(This is always on the assumption 
‘that one dollar is worth one hun- 
dred cents: the ratio stands in any 
| case.) 
| Meanwhile we are witnessing 
the rise of a real proletariat in a 
‘nation where no such thing existed 
in the past, and we are witnessing 
the slow destruction of capital and 
the middle class upon which de- 
mocracy depends, through heavier 
taxes to support the growing pro- 
letariat bereft of all economic se- 
curity. Under existing circum- 
stances there is only one way out 
and that is gradual assumption by 
the state both of ownership of 
property and distribution of work 
and compensation. which means 
simply that we become a totalita- 
rian state, not necessarily through 
political or idealogical pressure but

But since we in the south often 
favor our sweet potato over pump- 
kin for the holiday pie, I shali 
offer good recipes' for each kind. 


PUMPKIN PIE 

3-4 cup brown or white sugar 

1-2 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1-2 teaspoon ginger 

2 eggs beaten 

11-2 cups cooked an sieved 
pumpkin 

11-2 cups rich milk or cream, 
scalded. 


Mix sugar, salt and spices thor- 
oughly. Add eggs. Blend. Beat 
in the pumpkin pulp. Add scalded 
milk or cream. Pour into a pie 
plate that has been lined with 
pastry. Place in 425-degree oven 
for 10 minutes, reduce heat to 350 
degrees and bake 25 to 30 min- 
utes longer or until firm. 


SWEET POTATO PIE 

Scrub one pound red sweet po- 
tatoes and boil in jackets until 
tender. Peel and force through 
a sieve. Add 1-2 cup honey, 1-2 
teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon cinna- 
mon, 1-2 teaspoon ginger, 1 tea- 
spoon grated orange or lemon rind, 
2 well beaten eggs, stirred into 
11-2 cups rich milk. Line a pie 
plate with pastry, pour in the 
sweet potato mixture, dot top with 
2 tablespoons margarine and bake 
in hot oven, 425 degrees, 10 min- 
utes.

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Buckle Down 
On Monday 
To Lose Weight 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 

As Monday goes, so goes the 
week, and the weight, according 
to one reducer who claims that 
if she buckles down to her calorie 
counting on Monday, the whole 
week goes off slick as a whistle 
and she loses two pounds on 
schedule. 

Today is the third Monday for 
those who started to be 18 pounds 
slimmer for Christmas. The lucky 
ones have lost between five and 
six pounds, and thc rest probably 
are ready to pitch the scales clean 
through the bathroom window 
this morning! Hold on... the 
scales will be down tomorrow or 
the next day. 

Of course, it could be that a 
few extra calories have slipped 
into the sauce somehow. Just a 
meager 500 calories on top of the 
reducing diet can well nigh ruin 
everything. A chocolate soda one 
day, a “just. this once won't 
count” dessert the next day, or 
the unavoidable calories at a din- 
ner. But you know more about 
that than Ido. . 

What I do know is that some, 
diet to the contrary, will have 
lost very little weight, perhaps 
none, and are about ready to for- 
get the whole thing and go back 
to overeating and enjoying life. 
This is the point to hold on. If 
you have been on the diet for as 
long as 12 days without losing 
enough to notice, tomorrow morn- 
ing or the next day the scales will 
be down, quite a jog down. The 
explanation for the failure to lose 
is water retention. It’s like this: 
when the calories are low enough, 
excess fat is actually burned for 
part of the energy, the _ scales 


should be down, but water is stored |, 


in the tissues as the fat is used up, 
so the lost weight is not registered 
on the scales. All this has noth- 
ing to do with water : drinking. 
Everyone needs a minimum of six 
glasses a day, The water balance 
will adjust itself, it always does. 
There is a nice surprise in store 
for the slow starting reducers, for 
several pounds, perhaps five or 
six will disappear ata clip. Water 
storage can go on as long as 10 
days or two. weeks, or even 16 
days, but that’s about the limit. 

The scientific ways to help 
counteract water retention is to 
use less salt on food . .. do not 
resalt at the table, that used in 
the cooking is sufficient; keep the 
protein high by having a liberal 
| serving of lean meat or fish, two 
teggs and skim milk or cheese 
daily; also be sure there is ade- 
quate Vitamin B in the low-calorie 
menu. Use a vitamin concentrate 
furnishing Vitamins A, B-1, B-2, 
‘Cand D. This will help to avert 
hidden hunger. 

For the reducers who could 
have lost if it hadn’t been for 
sweets, try this... have a hard 
candy and let it dissolve on the 
tongue, or have a peppermint 
cream. That saturates the taste 
buds and helps to satisfy that 
sweet tooth. But don’t sit at the 
table and watch others eat des- 
sert. That’s fatal!
